Belgium.

guesses were that the center was 
around Thuringia, in Soviet East 
Germany. 


In New York the Rev. Joseph 
Lynch, director of the Fordham 
University Observatory, said the 
estimated location of the center 
definitely indicated an earthquake 
of the “resettlem ent” pattern com ­ 


mon to certain areas. 
The shock was felt as heavy

Most of us take the automobile for grant­ 


ed in modern times. It is playing a vital part 


in our lives. 


This vehicle has become such a normal 
part of the existence of most families that 


few can remember 
much about 
the “old 
days” of the horse, buggy and wagons. 


One item was called to our attention a 
few days ago which adds another phase to 
this general picture of modern living. That 
point is that much of the progress made in 
recent years in the field of public health and 
safety must be credited to the automobile 
and especially equipped motor-powered ve­ 
hicles. 


No observer needs to go beyond the con­ 
fines of Fayette County to recognize this. 


It has been said with considerable justi­ 
fication that the automobile is as essential 
to doctors 
and nurses in their lifesaving 
work as their skill. Of course that is a mat­ 
ter of opinion but it’s a fact that nearly 220.- 
000 physicians 
and thousands of 
visiting 
nurses in this country depend on their auto­ 
mobiles for both 
emergency and 
routine 
calls. 


In addition, literally thousands of ambu­ 
lances are used daily to bring patients to 
the nation’s 
more than 6,000 
hospitals. 
Traveling automotive 
X-ray laboratories, 
bloodbanks, special health and dental units 
are all playing increasingly important roles 
in safeguarding and improving the nation’s 
health. 


It is significant that the overall death rate 
has declined from 17.2 to less than IO per 
thousand in the period since the automobile 
came into use. 
Certainly, 
motor vehicles 
must be given some of the credit. 


Similarly, the motor vehicle is an impor­ 
tant factor in guarding public .w :. . The 
mobility of fire trucks and radio-equipped 
police cars has made possible the protection 
of a population and property almost twice 
as large as it was in 1900 with about the 
same number of personnel. 
When disaster 
strikes, the Red Cross and relief workers 


often must depend 
entirely on motor ve­ 
hicles to speed aid to stricken areas. 


These are only a few of the many ways 


in which motor vehicles serve .the nation. 


But they supply added evidence that it is 


vital to keep the nation’s cars and trucks 


rolling throughout the present emergency 


through the production of adequate sup­ 
plies of replacement parts and proper main­ 
tenance of all vehicles in use.

agitated. Just standing still and killing them 
is supposed to be good public relations. 
MacArthur is unhappy because he can­ 
not use his air arm to blast the bases where 
the Reds spawn. He cannot engage in a war 
of maneuver by going beyond the 38th par­ 
allel. The 
greater 
part of his 
offensive 
strength is denied him. 


In this situation it is understandable that 
the general couples more freedom of action 
with his request for more troops. Without 
freedom of action, 
more soldiers 
will be 
virtually useless-except to kill Chinese and 
in turn be killed to no particular purpose.

Acute torticollis, or wry neck, 
as anybody knows w'ho has ever 
experienced it, is an excruciat­ 
ingly painful condition. Ususaliy 
it comes on suddenly, with the 
muscles 
of 
the neck becoming 
exceeding tight and tender. Re­ 
current waves of sharp pain pulse 
through drawn to one side. 
It has been thought that wry 
neck is caused by inflammation 
of the neck muscles due, perhaps 
to exposure to a draft or chilling. 
An injury might also be a factor. 
However, recently a number of 
cases 
have 
been 
described in 
which the wry neck was found 
to be due to allergy or oversensi­ 
tivity. In these patients, it was 
found 
that 
the 
attacks of wry 
peck could be brought about by 
having the persons eat foods to 
which they were known to be 
sensitive, especially if such foods 
had not been present in the diet 
for several days previously. It 
would seem that when the foods 
are avoided for a time and then 
eaten, 
the 
allergic 
reaction is 
more severe. 
In some cases, when the pa-1 
lient 
was 
given 
the foods to I 
which, he was sensitive, the typi­ 
cal attack 
of wry neck did not 
occur, but there was a general­ 
ized tenseness, drawing or aching 
sensation in the muscles at the 
back of the neck. 
In typical attacks brought on 


by the eating of foods to which ! 
the patient was sensitive, 
there ! 
was 
often 
a 
general 
reaction I 
which caused the person to feel j 
so fatigued and sleepy that he re- I 
tired immediately after his eve-1 
ning meal. 
In these cases, movement, such 
as turning in bed during sleep, or 
getting up from bed in the morn­ 
ing. was associated with a sudden 
onset of severe pain in the neck, 
together with a very tender area 
in one of the neck muscles. Be- I 
cause of the extreme pain, the I 
head was turned to one side so 
as to shorten the affected mus- I 
cie. The head was held in this 
position for one or two days, fol­ 
lowing which the attack gradu- i 
ally disappeared

would 
seem 
important, i 
therefore, for 
the 
physician to | 
make a careful study of the pa­ 
tient who suffers from attacks of 
wry neck to determine whether 
an allergy is producing the con­ 
dition.

Holiday for Liars and Smearers 


I have recently listened to some 
unbelievably foul radio programs, 
in which the most 
outrageous 
lies have been told about fine 
Americans. In speaking of thus 
to others, I learned that I had 
heard nothing, as the express.on 
goes. I was told that much 
is 
spoken on the radio by so-called 
disc 
jockeys 
after 
midnight, 
which amounts to a holiday for 
liars and smearers. Whether it is 
really so or not, I do not know 
as I have not listened. 
The subject in­ 
terested me and 
. I began making 
inquiries. One of 
the first ques­ 
tions that arose 
in my mind is, 
what are 
t h e 
qualifications of 
these so - called 
c ommentators ? 
What is 
their 
SukoisK y 
b a c k ground' 
Where have they studied!’ What 
has been their experience'* Have 
they traveled widely and noted 
the traditions of varieties of peo­ 
ples? 
I took a sample of names and 
checked in such standard works 
as “Who’s Who In America” and 
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similar biographical indices. 
It 
came to me as a shock that the 
radio permits men to give 
the 
appearance of profound and de­ 
tailed knowledge of many sub­ 
jects who cannot be qualified to 
discuss them. They may have ex­ 
cellent voices: they may enunci­ 
ate clearly: they may even have a 
gift for dramatic expression. But 
they lack many of them, the ex­ 
perience, the knowledge, the op­ 
portunity for 
observation, 
the 
personal contacts with events, to 
do the work which they pretend 
to do. 
Listeners would do 
well 
to 
check on such matters. The lis­ 
teners have the right to know who 
it is who speaks to them with 
such an appearance of knowledge, 
just as they have a right to ask 
newspapers for 
biographies of 
their featured writers. 
In some instances, 
when the 
smear was used and when 
the 
speaker seemed to be a specialist 
at lies, I asked for copies of the 
statements, for transcripts or re­ 
cordings. I was surprised to dis­ 
cover that this is not always a- 
vailable. 
In fact, in many in­ 
stances, no record is kept of what 
is said. This is particularly true 
of the post-midnight comments, 
the illusion being that 
stations 
need keep no record after mid­ 
night. 
As a matter of fact, no station 
need ever make a record of any 
program which it broadcasts. 
I 
can find no FCC rule which re­ 
quires that such a record be made. 
A station can perpetrate any out­ 
rage against a person and unless 
he or some friend catches 
the 
statements or has them recorded, 
he may never be able to prove 
that he had been slandered, ma­ 
ligned or abused. He may be the 
victim of the 
most outrageous 
untruths, but he may be unable 
to establish that the indecency

was perpetrated, except by 
the 
difficult and costly 
process 
of 
finding 
witnesses 
who 
heard 
what was said and retained 
the 
specific language. 
Of course, it is different w'ith 
newspapers, which are a per­ 
manent printed record where the 
facts stand as they were publish­ 
ed. It is impossible to deny the 
existence 
of 
the printed word 
once it is uttered. There it is, for 
better or for worse. We, who live 
by writing, unfortunately cannot 
say that it 
w*as a 
slip of the 
tongue; the error stands out like 
a horrible gargoyle and one can 
simply w'ait for the torrent of 
letters to come down on his head. 
It w'ould seem to me that a 
permanent record should be kept 
of every comment made on the 
air and such a record should, by 
law, be available to any person 
concerning whom any comment 
has been made. In fact, it should 
be made illegal to withhold the 
record of remarks from a person 
w'ho regards himself as aggriev­ 
ed, just as a newspaper musj 
make its files available under 
similar circumstances. 
Radio is not, and cannot be. a 
licensed instrument of defama­ 
tion. It must be responsible for 
its conduct and any station or 
sponsor 
or 
commentator 
who 
ducks responsibility should 
be 
suspect among listener*. 
I have never listened to one of 
those post-midnight 
efforts, 
al­ 
ways promising myself to take a 
few nights off for that purpose, 
but never getting around to it. I 
am told that in many parts of the 
country this device is employed 
by saloons and restaurants to 
attrac t business. I presume that 
the bai tender is the managing 
editor of the copy and the piano- 
player is the authority on world
